Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 38-41 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The declaration refers to the 
specification filed as 09/032,724. This application (09/032,724) does not provide 
support for the step of rotating such that a bubble agitates the fluid in the contaiher. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 33-37, 42. 44 and 45 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. While the examiner agrees that the portion of the specification incorporated by 
reference refers to bubbles agitating fluid, "rotating the holding device about the 
rotational axis such that the bubble agitates the fluid" is not described.
